A common way of destroying the nnw 
in Argentina is by means of a small 
metal cylindrical furnace half filled 
with any kind of dry, inflammable rub- 
j 
bifib, aud in the top a pan suspended 
containing flowers of sulphur. 
When j 
lighted, a lid is screwed down over 
this, so that the smoke can only issue 
from a bent metal tube, which conducts 
it to the ant hole. 
A pair of bellows, 
worked by a handle, is attached to the 
lower part of the furnace, thus making 
the fire burn and forcing the sulphurous 
smoke along the ant passages. 
The > 
whole apparatus is suspended on wheels 
and cun thereby be conveniently moved 
from part to part of the quinta. 
With 
this instrument such volumes of suffo­ 
cating smoke can soon be produced that 
it will often be issuing thickly from 
holes 200 or 800 yards distant. 
Ho you 
may imagine the ants have a somewhat 
lively time of it—or, perhaps, rather, a 
deadly one. 
In spite, however, of waging war 
against them they multiply so rapidly 
that it is only where the gardeners tight 
them very energetically that they can 
be kept down, and the amount of dam­ 
age they do is often appalling. 
When 
up country, on the border of the Grand 
Chaco, where, of course, these insects 
work their own sweet will, the writer 
once discovered a deserted wooden hut. 
Incautiously leaning against the struc­ 
ture, he was surprised to see the * hole 
of it collapse. 
But on ex amination he 
found the reason to be that every por­ 
tion of the woodwork had been perfor­ 
ated dud undermined by the ants, and 
only required a very slight touch to 
crutnble into ruins. 
The inroads of the

T OL D OF PRESIDENT F AURE. 


T he H ead of th e F ren ch R ep u b lic In th e 
Day* 
of th e C om m u n e. 
M. Faure, tho president of the French 
republic, is well known by a prominent 
French American resident of New Or­ 
leans, who was with M. Faune during 
the French commuua He describes the 
new president as a man of personal mag­ 
netism,of splendid ex ecutive ability and 
unquestioned bravery and firmness. 
Faure began business as a small com­ 
mission merchant in hides, wool, etc., 
at Havre years ago. 
From that, by en- 
?rgy, economy and thrift, lie prospered, 
ami his business increased until he was 
one of the most ex tensive commission 
merchants in that city. He became also 
one of the most prominent men of the 
?itv politically, and just, before the 
Franco-German war he was made first 
“ adjoint” to tho mayor of the city and 
was a staff officer of the army, although 
his duties did not require his presence 
du the battlefield. He took an active in­ 
ter* st, of course, in tho war, aud it was 
owing to his efforts that the commissary 
department of the French soldiery was 
kept well supplied. He was also a close 
adviser of the officials of Havre and in 
every manner demonstrated great ex ecu 
tive talent and a born leadership. 
It was in 1871, during the French 
commune, however, that his personal 
bravery and ability to confront desperate 
emergencies were tested. 
While acting 
in tho capacity of “ adjoint,” or adviser 
of the mayor at Havre, a request was 
made of him from the mayor of Paris 
for firemen and engines. 
The city of 
Paris was in flames from one end to the 
other, and aid was being asked every­ 
where in engines and firemen. 
Faure 
at once called for volunteers and urged 
upon them the necessity of responding 
to the call, 
lie thus raised a company 
of firemen to go to Paris and light the 
fires that were 
raging 
everywhere. 
Faure showed his courage and won the 
hearts of the firemen and people by go 
ing with the volunteers as their leader. 
W’itli all the engines the city could spare 
they hastened to Paris, and l»>r three 
days, without rest or scarcely anything 
to eat, fought the flames. 
Faure did the duties of a fireman, and 
on ono occasion, when one of the men 
was asleep from fatigue, rather than 
awaken him took his placo and did his 
work. He was in a dozen perilous posi­ 
tions during that three days fight with 
fire, in company of his companions, and 
never flinched. 
In every instance he 
proved himself to be a man of determi­ 
nation and courage. 
Ho was first in 
(« very danger, and at the most critical 
times ho never lost his self possession 
and will power, and with his volunteer 
firemen lit» did yeoman servioe in trying 
to save Paris from the embrace of the 
fire fiend. 
The people of Havre m ver forgot M. 
Faure’s valiant service on that occasion, 
and afterward, as a Republican, be was 
elected to the chamber of deputies. 
He 
served with several ministers as private 
secretary, and of late years has had more 
important connection with that branch 
of the government service. He lias pros­ 
pered iu business as well as in political 
affairs and is said to be one of the 
most popular as well as one of the ablest 
statesmen of the French republic.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.
